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What We Escaped 


EHICULAR nomenclature never has been particularly 

happy. “Locomotive,” as a term for the power unit of | 
a railway train, is somewhat clumsy at best. Some names | 
from the days of horse-drawn vehicles are truly horrible, 
for instance “buggy.’’ When the motor transport age dawned | 
we were almost completely stumped as to what we should 
ca}] the new highway vehicle. 

“Horseless carriage” was a perfectly obvious groping, | 
based on the traditional highway transport method. Then 
we turned to France and borrowed their “automobil” and 
promptly proceeded to shorten it affectionately to ‘‘auto,” a 
reduction that left the term perfectly meaningless. At best 
automobile is a rather stodgy name for a vehicle that 
has made over the face of the world and the lives of its 
inhabitants. 

Considerably after the introduction of the name ‘‘auto- 
mobile,” we began calling our highway vehicles ‘“‘motor cars”’ 
and this double-barreled term was generally shortened to 
“motors.” Criticism of this name for our highway transport 
medium can be based on the ground that the power plant of 
the vehicle is not a motor. This latter term is correctly re- 
served for electric power generators, and the automobile 
power plant is properly termed an “internal combustion 
engine.” We might have called our vehicle “engine cars,” 
and would that have been jolly? 

It is an old saying that “however bad things are they 
might be worse.’ If you do not think that our automotive 
nomenclature might have been even worse than it is scan 
the following paragraph from an issue of Scientific American 
in 1899 to see what might have been inflicted upon us: 

“The question of a name for the automobile vehicles 
is still agitating many worthy persons who wish to air 
their Latinity, and the result has been a collection of 
weird and impossible names which are amusing, to say 
the Jeast. Among them are ‘carleck,’ ‘careleck,’ ‘electro- 














mobile,” ‘autocarriage,’ ‘autocab,’ ‘autovic,’ ‘autolau,’ 
‘autobus,’ ‘autocam,’ ‘autogen,’ ‘propellor,’ ‘locomotive,’ 
‘cabine,” ‘victorine,’ ‘electric landauline,’ ‘ipsometer,’ 


‘sineque, ‘self-motor,’ ‘mobiles,’ ‘auto,’ ‘autogo,’ ‘molec- 
tros,’ ‘moleco,’ ‘autopher.’ The name last mentioned is 
really a very pretty derivation, being obtained from St. 
Christopher, the good saint’s name being used in part. 
Among other particularly atrocious names are ‘kinetic,’ 
‘autokinet’ and ‘autokin.’ It is to be hoped that if a | 
short and really satisfactory name is devised, it will not 
be ugly and will be, in a measure, descriptive.”

Zenith Detroit Corp. 
Offers Mileage Tester 


The Zenith-Detroit Corporation 
is placing on the market the Zenith 
mileage tester. This device is de- | 
signed to give the car operator a 
check-up on the number of miles 
per gallon that his car is giving. 

The component parts are an ac- 
curately graduated -glass bulb, an 
improved electric fuel pump, a drip- 
less three-way control valve, a con- 
venient frame in which these unyits 
are mounted and protected, and a 
number of small accessory parts. 

The bulb is made of clear, heavy 
glass. Its capacity is 1-10th of a 
U. S. gallon, which is clearly etched 
on the glass, thus avoiding any 
question or discussion as to its con- 
tent. The graduations are distinct- 
ly and accurately located on the 
restricted portions of the bulb. 

The bulb is protected against 
shocks by a rubber tube connection 
at its base and felt lining inside the 
stiff, perforated metal plate. 

The dripless three-way control 
valve is of the best material. Valve 
and seat are carefully lapped, and 
a spring pack nut automatically 
compensates for wear. The number 
of joints in connecting pipes is re- 
duced to the minimum and soldered 
wherever possible to reduce chances 
of leakage. EB

A Billion Barrel Year | 


ROM estimates of the United States Bureau of Mines in 
Washington, we find that 1929 was the first billion- 
barrel year in this country, as regards the production of 
crude petroleum. The actual estimate of production is 1,006,- 
000,000 barrels. This huge production total amounted to 67.6 
per cent. of the world’s output of petroleum. Of our domestic 
production three states, Texas, California and Oklahoma, 
preduced 84 per cent. 

During 1929 foreign countries increased their produc- 
tion of petroleum to a considerable extent, but the great 
storehouse of this modern necessity is still the United States. 

The really interesting point in this announcement is 
the fact that in 1929 44 per cent. of the total production of 
petroleum was turned into gasoline. This compares with 
41 per cent. reclaimed in 1928.

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CAR RADIO OPENS 
NEW FIELD FOR 
JOBBER, DEALER 


Installation W ork 
Offers Extra 
Profit 


ACCORDING to Powel Crosley, 

Jr., president of the Crosley 
Radio Corporation, one of the 
Pioneers in the development of 
the automobile radio, this new 
Crosley set has been carefully 
engineered and given thousands 
of miles of road tests under vary- 
ing conditions. 

“The volume of the auta receiv- 
ing set is ample for the occupants 
of a car, but is not loud enough to 
be heard more than a few feet out- 
Side the automobile,” Mr. Crosley 
Says, “consequently it does not at- 
tract the attention of pedestrians or 
people who may be driving by.” 

In practically every case either 
the radio or automotive dealer will 
be required to install the radio. 


While the task is not difficult, it | 


should be done by “some one who 
knows how.” 


In installing an automobile radio 
one usually begins with the antenna 
or aerial. This is an arrangement 
of wire or screen in the roof of the 
car and is necessary for intercept- 
ing the radio messages. A number 
of cars are now equipped with 
aerials at the factory 

Of closed cars not so equipped, 
quite a number are constructed with 
the roof covering supported on wire 
chicken netting. Unless this chick- 
en netting is connected to the metal 

y or frame of the car it may be 
used as the antenna. An insulated 
wire is soldered to the chicken net- 
ting at the right-hand front corner 
and carried down inside or by the 
right-hand windshield post to the 
receiver beneath the cowl. 


If no aerial has been installed at 
the factory, or if the roof is not 


supported by chicken wire, a small | 


wire or screen antenna may be 


used.’ In closed cars this can con-| 


sist of a section of copper screen 
(the kind used for screening a 
house) tacked to the roof bows in- 
side the roof, so that it is hidden 
by the cloth head lining. The 
proper size of screen to use various 
with the car. The Crosley Roamio 
insiallation uses a screen 
by 3 feet. 

Installing an antenna in the roof 
of an open car presents a somewhat 


different problem, because’ the 
antenna must not interfere with 
the collapsing of the roof. A {lex- 
ible, insulated wire attached to a 


piece of drill cloth serves admirably 


for this purpose. The wire is run 
back and forth across the drill cloth 
in grid fashion. The top is re- 
moved and the drill cloth is 
stretched over a false head lining 
and tacked to the end_ bows 
When the top is replaced the 


antenna is entirely concealed. The 
lead-in wire is taken from the back, 
and is rum down underneath 
chassis to the position of the 
ceiver in the front of the car. 

Many different locations have 
been suggested for the receiver it- 
self, but the preferred one seems to 
be on the engine bulkhead, just be- 
low the cowl. There it is out of 
the way, and in convenient position 
for adjustment by means of con- 
trols mounted on the instrument 
pane). 

There is no universal rule for the 
location of the speaker. Some in- 
stallations are made with the 
speaker in the back of the car; 
some with it suspended from the 
roof bows. just above the back of 
the ‘driver’s seat. In modern, low- 
built cars. however, it seems to be 
advisable to locate the receiver so 
that it is as inconspicuous and out 
of the way as possible. In the 
Roamio installation the speaker is

| by the batteries. The car storage 
battery is used for the “A” supply, 
|but in addition there must be dry

is ordinarily used for carrying the 
batteries; although they are fre- 
;quently packed below the driver's 
|seat, in a rear compartment, or in 
some other out-of-the-way loca- 
tion. 

Tuning is accomplished from a 
;panel attached to the instrument 
board. Volume mav also be regu- 
|lated by turning a dial. The auto- 
| matic volume control. keeps the pro- 
gram at a constant level while the

Radio manufacturers have found 
it best to provide a switch of the

makes it impossiblé for the receiver 
to be turned on by passers-by when 
the car is parked.
